ST. PETERSBURG; July 13:—The 
notorious. monk, Gregory Rasptttin, 
kiown as the “ Richelieu of Russia,” 
hes ‘been the victim of a munderops’ 
attack in his native Siberian village 
Pekrovsky, Province of ‘Toboisk, 
where he was paying a short visit to 
his ‘wife and family. 

While Rasputin was talking in the 


‘street to A number of- persons, a wom- 


an rushéd forward and struck. him 
with a dagger, inflicting ‘a severe 
wound in the abdomen, which will 
probably ‘prove mortal: 

‘The monk was immediately taken 
to a hospital, where he lies, accord-' 
ing..to the-latest.réports,. in an .un- 
conscious condition — at the Point, 
of death. : 

‘The -woman, who belongs to the 
peasant class, was arrested. She.re- 
fused to give. her name, but at the 
police station said: ' 

“I wish to remove from this world 
that false, infamous prophet who has 
led so many people astray; and who 
has falsely instructed the ‘Czar on 
countless questions.”

The 
witnesses to appear before the Grand 
Jury have definite as well as a general 
knowledge of the operations of the band.

NO VESTER WAR YET. 
Nobody is going to smile because 
the celebration of the Orangemen’s 


anniversary in Ulster did not provoke 


the threatened civil war, except the 
few remaining light-hearted mem- 
bers of his Majesty’s Government, 
and they will not laugh long or with 
much real merriment. The situation 
is still grave, with the threat of im- 
mediate war ‘removed. Onlookers in 
other lands have not believed that 


civil war was: possible in the United 


Kingdom, but the determination of 
Ulster not to submit to the rule of a 
Dublin Parliamént, for the present at 
least, has been expressed in unmistak- 
able terms, and the celebration of the 
anniversary of the Battle of the 
Boyne had a meaning yesterday which 
fit never had before. 

The orderly character of the dem- 
onstration, however, indicates that the 
danger of an outbreak has been exag- 
gerated. The occasion was more like 
a festival than a threatening display 
of the martial spirit. The London 
Daily Mail may be justified in charg- 
ing the Liberal press of London with 
a disposition to make light of Ulster’s 
uprising, but the fact that the Belfast 
police had nothing to do in the way 
of .quelling disorder, and that no 
news of serious disturbances comes 
from. the other points of supposed 
danger through the ordinary news 
channels, which are assuredly not in- 
fluenced ‘by British political opinion, 
indicates that its fears as to the -re- 
sult were largely unfounded. 

Meanwhile, the Imperial Parliament 
is endeavoring to adjust the strangely 
unforeseen difficulty with a fair 
prospect of an agreement between the 
two houses. upon a compromise which 
will be satisfactory to the North of 
Ireland men. The enactment of an 
amendment rélieving Ulster from the 
provisions of the Home Rule bill for 
an indefinite period would be a great 
triumph for Sir Epwarp Carson and 
might not be violently opposed, in 
the circumstances, by the Nationalist 
leaders. The newly organized Na- 
tionalist Volunteers might ‘cause some 
trouble, but it would probably not be 
serious, with the -political: leaders 
against them. So it seems that the 
long-fought-for Irish home rule turns 
out to be only half a loaf, because the 
great province of the North refuses to 
accept its share. 








QUESTIONS UNFIT TO BE ASKED 
OR ANSWERED. 

The Senate Committee is quick to 
see the impropriety of certain ques- 
tions suggested to be asked .regarding 
the alleged business transactions of 
some of the candidates for the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board: The character of 
the source of the questions is such 
that there is’a presumption in favor 
of Whoever is attacked in that man- 
ner.

PARTY EINES IN THE SUPREME 
| - COURT. ’ 

Of all Americans eligible to the 
place, Wiritiam H. Tart stands out as 
pre-eminently the man for a place on 
the Supreme Court bench, and it is.to 
be hoped that. he will make his ap- 
pearance in that tribunal which he 
will so greatly adorn; but now is not 
the time. ‘Not from any considera- 
tions of partisanship or of the division 
of offices, but for the real interests of 
the country, President W1Lson should 
appoint a Democrat. It is true that 
the old reasons for reckoning with 
party considerations have been ‘greatly 
lessened, At various times in our his- 
tory these have been rightly and 
necessarily considered. When the di- 
rection. in which the new nation 
should grow was still a matter ‘of 
doubt, when it was an open question 
whether it should be a nation or a 
loose. alliance of nations, it was of 
vast importance to consider whether 
a& New member of the Supreme Court 
should be a. believer in federalism or 
in State rights. When the nation 
was fighting for existence, when it 
was doubtful whether it would con- 
tinue as one or be split into two 
republics, it was essential that the 
President should appoint men who 
agreed with him on that issue. 

The issues of today are serious, but 
the court never divides on party lines. 
No..onée reading one. of the great de- 
cisions of the recent past, even on 
such questions as the trust problem, 
could tell whether the Justices writ- 
ing the majority and minority opinions 
were Republicans or Democrats. 
Therefore President Tarr could af- 
ford. to disregard party Hnes alto- 
gether and appoint two Democtats to 
the bench. Should a vacancy occur 
later in President Wr.son’s term he 
may repeat that evidence of broad- 
mindedness. But it is still important 
that there should be. minority repre- 
sentation In. the Supreme Court, not 
because there is any likelihood of :divi- 
sion on party lines, but because it is 
advisable. to have different schools 
of thought represented there. There 
is a difference in the mental attitudes 
in which intelligent Democrats and 
Republicans approach national ques- 
tions. They belong ‘to different parties 
because their training has been on 
different lines of thought and because 
their mental bent is dissimilar. They 
may agree on the question before 
them, but they approach it from dif- 
ferent angles. It is important that 
both kinds: of training and both in- 
tellectual trends should be repre- 
sented on ‘the bench, because’ the 
bench itself will be ‘better for it. 
Justice Lurton’s death leaves only 
two Democrats in the Supreme Court. 
The Democratic representation there 
should. amount to at least one-third 
of the court. ; 

In the ordinary course of events 
there seems to be little likelihood of 
a change in the court’s.membership so 
far as President Tarr’s appointees are 
concerned. He appointed five. mem- 
bers, and with the exception of Justice 
LURTON they are young men, as 
Supreme Court Justices go, Justices

Hatred -al- 
ways has a cause, however, and it is 
not for nothing that there are just two 
kinds: of foreigners, those from Spain 
and those from the United States, who 
excite the active animosity of Mexicans. 

History supplies explanations in ‘both 
cases. But ancient tyramies in the one 
and territorial acquisitions in the other 
probably do not count for as much. in 
causing Mexican hostility as does the 
too frequent failure of both Americans 
and Spaniards to conceal a feeling of 
racial superiority to a great majority of 
the native population.

DR. ANNA ‘SHAW EXPLAINS. 


Suffragist Points to Possible Causes 
for Low Kansas Registration. 


“Women are not forever hiking after 
politics,” said Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
President of the National Woman, Suf- 
frage Association, yesterday, referring 
to the complaint that women in Kansas 
were not registering for the primaries. 
“They may not come out in municipal 
or school elections for the sake of voting 
wher their candidate is sure to win. 
When there is seme big question up 
they will be out in force: 

“When you hear a story that the 
women atiywhere are not registering or 
voting, like this story from Kansas, it 
usually means that some party or some 
man of a party is anxious about starid- 
ing in a coming election and is worried 
because he is afraid the women belong- 
ing to it are not going to do their share. 

“The story in today’s papers that 
Kansas women are not registering for 
the primaries is too indefinite for me 
to take much stock in it. No figures at 
all are given of the women who have or 
who have not registered or voted, 
whichever it is. There is only the state- 
es that 800,000 have the right to vote.
